Sec. 80-5. Task Force on the Departnent of Human Servi ces

Consol t datt on.
(a) There 1is hereby established a Task Force on the

Departnent of Human Servi ces Conseoli dati on.

(b) The Task Force shall consist of 7 voting nenbers, as
foll ows: one person appointed by the Governor, who shal
serve as chair of the Task Force; 2 nenbers appointed by the
Presi dent of the Senate, one of whomshall be designated a
vice chair at the tinme of appointnent; one nenber appointed
by the Senate Mnority Leader; 2 nenbers appointed by the
Speaker of the House of Representatives, one of whom shall be

designated a vice chair at the tinme of appointnent; and one
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menber appointed by the House Mnority Leader.

Menbers appointed by the legislative |eaders shall be
appointed for the duration of the Task Force; in the event of
a vacancy, the appointnent to fill the vacancy shall be nade
by the |l egislative | eader of the sanme house and party as the
| eader who mmde the original appointnent. The Governor may
at any tinme termnate the service of the person appointed by
the Governor and reappoint a different person to serve as
chair of the Task Force.

The followi ng persons (or their designees) shall serve,
ex officio, as nonvoting nenbers of the Task Force: the
Director of Public Health, the Director of Public A d, the
Director of Children and Famly Services, the Director of the

Bureau of the Budget, and the Secretary of Hunman Services;

Subst anee- Abuse. The Governor nay appoint up to 3 additional
persons to serve as nonvoting nenbers of the Task Force, who

may be technical consultants front--sueh--persons--shall--be

offteers--or--enployees--of--a--constitutional-offiece-or-of a
departnment or agency of the executive branch.

The Task Force may begin to conduct business wupon the
appointnent of a mgjority of the voting nenbers. |If the
chair has not been appointed but both vice chairs have been
appointed, the 2 vice chairs shall preside jointly. |If the
chair has not been appointed and only one vice chair has been
appoi nted, that vice chair shall preside.

Menbers shall serve w thout conpensation but may be
rei mbursed for their expenses.

(c) The Task Force shall gather information and make

recomendations relating to the performance of the 1llinois

Departnent of Hunman Services since its creation under this

Act, with respect to its success in achieving the goals and
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obj ecti ves of t he hunman services consolidation, the

effectiveness of its structure and function, and its inpact

on t he delivery of prograns and services. planntng;

or gant zatt on; - - - and- - - t ppl enent att on- - - of - - - huran- - - - servi ees
consol i dat t on- The Task Force shall work to assure that the
adheres to the goals of quality, efficiency, accountability,
and financial responsibility; to nake recomendations in
keeping with those goals concerning the design, operation,
and organi zational structure of the new Departnent of Human
Servi ces; and to recommend any necessary inplenenting

legislation for the inprovenent of prograns and services

under the jurisdiction of the Departnment of Human Servi ces.

The Task Force shall evaluate mpniteor the inplenentation
of human service programreorgani zation and shall study its
effect on the delivery of services to the citizens of
Il'linois. The Task Force shall mnmake recommendations to the

Governor and the Ceneral Assenbly regarding the effect of the

future consolidation of human service prograns and functions.
(d) The Task Force shall
(1) review and make recommendat i ons on the
organi zational structure of the new Departnment of Human
Servi ces;

(2) review the status of and-appreve plans for a

uni fi ed el ectroni c managenent and intake information and
reporting systemas provided in Section 1-25, and nonitor
and- gut de the inplenentation of the system

(3) review the progress that the Departnent has

made toward and- make-reconrnendat t ons-on the consolidation

or elimnation of fragnented or duplicative prograns;

(4) mrmonitor and review the progress that t he

Department has nmade on maxi m zi ng reake-r econmendat + ons- on

how - best--to- maxt mtze future federal funding for the new

Depart ment of - Hurman- Serviees, wth specific speetfiealtlty
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t net udi ng consi deration of any federal Medicaid, welfare,

or block grant reforns that have been authorized to

enhance State prograns and services reform

(5 reviewthe progress that the Departnent has

nmade and- - - - pake- - - - F econnendat + ons on geogr aphi c
regionalization;

(6) reviewthe progress that the Departnent has

made and--nake--reconmendations on the devel opnent of
common intake and client confidentiality processes;

(7) reviewthe progress that the Departnent has

made wth respect and--pmake--recommendations to foster

effective community-based privatization
(8) obtain a managenent audit of the Departnment of

Human Services ©hildren--and--Famly--Serviees, to be

conpleted and submtted to the Task Force no | ater than

March 1, 2004, which shall include a prelimnary review

and findings regarding the effect that the consolidation

has had on prograns and services for the nentally ill and

devel opnental |y disabled, individuals currently receiving

services under the Ofice of Rehabilitation Services, and

individuals in the substance abuse preventi on and

treatnent prograns July-1;-1997; and

(9) review any other appropriate nmatter and make
recommendations to assure a high quality, efficient,
accountable, and financially responsible systemfor the
delivery of human services to the people of Illinois.

(e) The Task Force mmy hire any necessary staff or
consultants, enter into contracts, and nmake any expenditures
necessary for carrying out its duties, all out of noneys
appropriated for that purpose. Staff support services nay be
provided to the Task Force by the Ofice of the Governor, the

agencies of State governnent represented on the Task Force by

ex officio nenbers direetly-invelved-in-the-reorgant zatt on- of

the--deltvery--of - hunan-serviees, and appropriate |egislative
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staff.

(f) The Task Force may establish an advisory committee
to ensure maximum public participation in the Task Force's
pl anni ng, organi zation, and inplenentation review process.
|f established, the advisory conmttee shall (1) advise and
assist the Task Force in its duties, (2) help the Task Force
to identify issues of public concern, and (3) neet at | east
quarterly.

(g) The Task Force shall submt prelimnary reports of
its findings and recommendations to the Governor and the

Ceneral Assenbly by January 1, 2004 and March 1, 2004, and a

final report by Septenber 1, 2004 February--1;-1997-and

February-1;-1998-and- a-ft nal - report-by-January-1;--1999. I t
may submit other reports as it deens appropriate.

(h) The Task Force is abolished on January 1, 2005

February-1;-1999.
